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Governor Kay lvey announces ‘Safer At 
Home’ Public Health Order for Alabama

Governor Kay Ivey ad- 
dressed the state Tuesday 
morning, April 28, and an- 
nounced that once the cur- 
rent Stay-At-Home public 
health order expires at 5 
p.m. Thursday, April 30, 
that a new Safer-At-Home 
public health order will go 
immediately into effect con- 
tinuing until 5 p.m. Friday, 
May 15, 2020. 

“Alabamians have been 
doing the hard things to get 
us where we need to be,” 
Gov. Ivey said. “Today, we 
ro ae 


are talking about another 
step in that direction.” 

The governor said it is es- 
sential to continue to mon- 
itor the COVID-19 virus in 
Alabama, but at the same 
time, she realizes the impor- 
tance of getting the state’s 
economy rolling again. Ho- 
wever, she said it is not as 
simple as flipping a switch 
or snapping the fingers. 

The Stay-At-Home order 
was enacted on April qth, 
and Ivey said she believes it 
was necessary to issue that 
order, even though it was 
not an easy decision to

abamians listened and 
abided, she said it appears it 
may have stabilized some as 
of this week. 

“While we have not seen 
decreases [in the number of 
new cases in Alabama], we 
have seen some stabiliza- 
tion,” Ivey said. “That is 
why we are easing back into 
things.”

Two bids were received 
with the one from W.S. 
Newell being the low bid at 
$692,979.44. A second bid 
came from Wiregrass Con- 
struction in the amount of 
$718,833.60. 

Lentz said the Alabama 
Department of Transporta- 
tion concurred to award the 
project to the low bidder, 
W.S. Newell. Commis- 
sioners voted unanimously 
to approve this request. 

Lentz asked commis- 
sioners to approve a bid on

Friday, April 30, at 5 p.m., 
the state would transition 
into the Safer-At-Home 
public health order. She said 
this would allow for the 
state’s residents to continue 
to maintain their focus on 
personal health, but it 
would also allow a focus 
now also on the state’s eco- 
nomic health too. 

In this new order, all indi- 
viduals, especially vulner- 
able person, are encouraged 
to exercise personal respon- 
sibility in slowing the 
spread of COVID-19 by: 
minimizing travel outside of 
the home, especially if sick; 
wearing face coverings 
around people from other 
households when it'is nec- 
essary to leave the home; 
washing hands frequently 
with soap and water or hand 
sanitizer, especially after 
touching frequently used 
items or surfaces; refrain 
from touching one’s face; 
sneeze and/or cough into a 
tissue, or the inside of one’s 
elbow; and _ disinfect 
frequently used items and 
surfaces as much as pos- 
sible. 

Orders for non-work re- 
lated gatherings that have 
been in effect since March 
28" in the state remain in 
effect with the new order. 
Gatherings of 10 persons or 
more that cannot maintain a 
consistent six-foot distance 
between persons from dif- 
ferent households are pro- 
hibited. However, drive-in 
gathering are permitted if 
certain criteria are met, in- 
cluding: persons remaining 
in their vehicles, each per- 
son in the vehicle must be 
from the same household, 
participants shall not come 
within six feet of partici- 
pants in other vehicles. 

“Effective April 30", all 
retail stores can open with 
no more than 50 percent oc- 
cupancy of normal occu- 
pancy [as determined by the 
fire marshal],” Ivey said. 

Also, she said an em- 
ployee of the retail store 
may not knowingly allow 
customers to congregate 
within six feet of one 
another. 

The governor also said 
Alabama’s beaches would 
reopen as of Friday, April 
30, at 5 p.m.; however, she 
said social distancing must 
be maintained on the 
beaches with persons other 
than those from one’s 
household. She further said 
that no large gatherings of 
10 or more could congre- 


gate together on _ the 
beaches. 
Ivey said higher-risk 


businesses and activities 
would still be closed 
through the new Safer-At- 
Home order as well. This 
includes entertainment ven- 
ues, athletic facilities, and 
close contact service pro- 
viders. 

Entertainment venues 
noted in the order were: 
night clubs, bowling alleys, 
arcades, concert venues, 
theaters, auditoriums, per- 
forming arts centers, tourist 
attractions - museums and 
planetariums, race tracks, 
indoor children’s play areas, 
casinos, bingo halls, and 
venues operated by social 
clubs.

Athletic facilities noted in 
the order were: fitness 
centers and commercial 
gyms, spas, sports involving 
interaction with another 
person of closer than 6 feet, 
activities that require use of 
shared sporting apparatus 
and equipment, and activ- 
ities on commercial or pub- 
lic playground equipment. 

Close-contact service 
providers noted were: 
barber shops, hair salons 
(other than hair restoration 
centers), waxing salons, 
threading salons, nail salons 
and spas, body art facilities 
and tattoo services, and 
massage therapy establish- 
ments and services (other 
than medically prescribed 
services). 

The only other notable 
change to the new Safer-At- 
Home order, beginning Fri- 
day at 5 p.m., is that dental, 
medical or surgical proce- 
dures may proceed unless 
the State Health Officer or 
his designee determines that 
performing such procedures 
would unacceptably reduce 
access to personal protec- 
tive equipment or other re- 


sources necessary to 
diagnose and treat COVID- 
19. 


Restaurants and similar 
establishments must still 
keep their services to take- 
out or drive-thru only with 
the new order, as well. 
There still will be no on- 
premise consumption of 
food or drink at these estab- 
lishments. 

“The COVID-19 threat is 
not over,” Gov. Ivey said. 
“We must continue to be 
vigilant in protecting our- 
selves.” 

She strongly encouraged 
wearing face masks when 
outside of the home, and 
she also encouraged tele- 
working when possible. 

State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris said he believes 
it is very reasonable for Al- 
abama to begin a gradual 
opening as announced by 
Ivey during Tuesday’s press 
conference. He said for the 
past several days, the state’s 
new case numbers are rel- 
atively flat, meaning they 
tend to stay around the 200 
mark rather than steadily in- 
creasing. 

“Tam very pleased at how 
our hospitals have handled 
their case load,” Harris said. 
“We have yet to meet the 
14-day decline in cases as 
suggested by the White 
House with its reopening 
phase one plan, and we are 
not opening entertainment, 
gyms, and restaurants [with 
the new health order] be- 
cause we have not met that 
14-day decline in the 
number of new cases.” 

He said he believes a 
gradual reopening makes 
sense, but it is important for 
Alabamians to continue to 
be cautious. 

“Even as we open things 
back up, we need people to 
work with us and continue 
to do things differently for a 
while,” Harris said. “I 
strongly encourage that 
masks be worn when going 
out where you will be 
around people other than 
those in your household.” 

He said he knows the 
state is a ways from where

it needs to be in overcoming 
the COVID-19 crisis, but he 
said the state is getting 
closer. 

Governor Ivey also asked. 
Dr. Jay Wolfe, pastor of 
First Baptist Church Mont- 
gomery, to address the re- 
turn to worship inside 
churches. She said one out 
of two Alabamians attend 
church and that is an essen- 
tial part of the lives of Ala- 
bamians. 

Dr. Wolfe spoke with re- 
ligious leaders across the 
state, and he said the con- 
sensus was that large in-per- 
son gatherings, like inside 
church buildings, should 
move slowly. He said the 
reopening of church build- 
ings should be done in a 
way that does not inadver- 
tently effect the spread of 
the COVID-19 virus. 

“Like you, we want to 
honor the Lord, help people, 
and do what is right,” Dr. 
Wolfe said. “Alabama does 
not meet the criteria right

now [looking at the CDC 3-

Therefore, it is currently un- 
advisable to reopen church 
buildings to gatherings.” 

Wolfe recommended that 
churches continue to bring 
their worship services to 
people via online messages 
and drive-up services for 
now. 

Ivey concluded her re- 
marks saying Tuesday’s an- 
nouncement was the first 
phase of what she expects to 
be a multi-phased reopening 
for Alabama. She said the 
Safer-At-Home order was 
an Alabama developed and 
Alabama prepared order. 

“Our job is to find the 
right balance,” Ivey said. 

Anyone caught in vio- 
lation of the public health 
order could face fines of up 
to $500 for each offense. 

“This has certainly been 
challenging, but better days 
are ahead,” Ivey said. “I am 
sure of it.”

administrators for the great 
job they did in getting work 
packets out to their students.

County engineer urges caution when 
traveling on county roads, especially

Coffee County engineer Marty Lentz said Monday, 
April 27, during the Coffee County Commission meet- 
ing that recent storms in the county had caused lots of 
trees to be blown down across roadways, especially in 
the northern part of the county.

“DOUBT” 


I never learned much about “doubt” in church growing 
up. It was one of those unspoken, bad words for Christians. 
If you “doubted” something about your “personal relation- 
ship with your Lord and Savior” then you were somehow a 
failure at being a Christian. Last Sunday I preached on one 
of the final resurrection appearances of Jesus in the Gospel 
of John. In John 20:24-31, Jesus appears to Thomas. When 
I was younger, I read this as a cautionary tale of “You better 
not be like Thomas! He doubted Jesus!” However, this is 
really the story of one of the most profound and direct state- 
ments of faith in all of the Bible. 

Thomas is not present the first time Jesus appears to his 
disciples in a locked room. Thomas tells his friends 

“Unless I see the nail marks in his hands, 

put my finger in the wounds left by the nails, and put my 
hand into his side, I won’t believe.” 

He was asking for the SAME thing the others had already 
experienced. He needed some evidence to allay his doubts. 
Jesus gave Thomas the opportunity to do what he needed 
to do to trust that Jesus was alive! In this up close and per- 
sonal encounter, Thomas was able to REALLY understand 
that it was Jesus there with him. Thomas then made this big 
statement of faith: 

“You are my Lord and my God!” 

Jesus knew what it would take for Thomas to have faith 
and trust. Jesus also knows what each of us specifically 
needs. Sometimes it takes a journey through doubt to get to 
our the destination of trust. | appreciate these words that the 
theologian Paul Tillich shares: 

“Doubt is not the opposite of faith; it is one element of 
faith.” 

This week, allow doubt to be a helpful companion on 
your journey of faith and trust in God.

WHEREAS, the Telecom- 
munications Act of 1996 af- 
firmed the City of Elba, 
Alabama's (“the City”) au- 
thority concerning the 
placement, construction, 
and modification of wire- 
less telecommunications fa- 
cilities and authorized local 
governments to enact re- 
sponsible regulations for the 
placement, expansion, 
height, and maintenance of 
Small Cell Technologies Fa- 
cilities and associated Sup- 
port Structures; and = 
WHEREAS, pursuant to 
Section 11-45-1 of the Code 
of Alabama (1975), munic- 
ipal corporations may adopt 
resolutions and ordinances 
to provide for the safety, 
preserve the health, pro- 
mote the prosperity, and im- 
prove the welfare, order, 
comfort, and convenience 
of the inhabitants of the mu- 
nicipality; and 
WHEREAS, the City 
Council of the City of Elba, 
Alabama (“the City Coun- 
cil”) finds that installation 
of small wireless telecom- 
munications facilities with- 
out City review and 
permitting may pose signif- 
icant concerns to the health, 
safety, public welfare, char- 
acter, and environment of 
the City and its inhabitants; 
and ; 
WHEREAS, the installa- 
tion, expansion, and main- 
tenance of Small Cell 
Technology Facilities and 
associated Structures on or 
along the Right-of-Way and 
on private properties might 
have significant impact 
upon; (1) the aesthetic 
values and historical char- 
-acter of the City; (2) safe 
use and passage on or along 
the Right-of-Way by. the 
public; and (3) properties 
and property values in the 
City in areas where such 
Structures are placed; and 
WHEREAS, the City rec- 
ognizes that facilitating the 
development of small wire- 
less facility technology can 
be an economic devel- 
opment asset to the City and 
of significant benefit to the 
City and its residents; and 
WHEREAS, the adoption 
of the regulations, proce- 
dures, and requirements in 
this Ordinance will permit 
Applicants and Providers to 
enhance the provision of 
personal wireless service 
and protect the public wel- 
fare, health, safety, and in- 
terests of the City’s citizens;

WHEREAS, the City 
wishes to establish reason- 
able service fees and 
charges in order to facilitate 
the proper permitting and 
processing of applications 
for the placement of small 
wireless telecommunica- 
tions facilities;

Sec. 1. Definitions. 

The following definitions 
shall apply in the interpreta- 
tion of this Ordinance: 
Abandonment or Abandons 
means that, following the 
placement of Small Cell 
Technologies Facilities (and 
associated Accessory Equip- 
ment) or Support Structures 
in the City pursuant to a per- 
mit issued to a Provider or 
an Applicant, any of the fol- 
lowing has occurred: 

for any reason the Facilities 
cease to be used to transmit 
signals, data, or messages or 
otherwise be used for their 
intended purposes for a 
period of one hundred 
eighty (180) days; 

the City revokes the permit 
for placement and use of 
those Facilities due to non- 
payment of applicable fees, 
the failure of the Provider or 


Applicant to comply with 
conditions in the permit or 
in this Ordinance concern- 
ing them, or other lawful 
reason; or 

the Provider or Applicant 
fails to perform any of its 
responsibilities, obligations, 
or requirements in this Or- 
dinance or in a permit that 
relate to the installation, 
construction, maintenance, 
use or operation of the Fa- 
cilities, Accessory Equip- 
ment or Support Structures, 
and that breach remains un- 
cured for a period of sixty 
(60) days after the City pro- 
vides written notice of the 
breach to the Provider or 
Applicant. 

Accessory Equipment 
means any equipment other 
than an antenna that is used 
in conjunction with Small 
Cell Technology Facility ar- 
rangements, This equip- 
ment may be attached to or 
detached from a Small Cell 
Technology Wireless Sup- 
port Structure, and in in- 


- cludes, but is not limited to, 


cabinets, optical converters, 
power amplifiers, radios, 
DWDM and CWDM multi- 
plexers, microcells, radio 
units, fiber optic and coax- 
ial cables, wires, meters, 
pedestals, power switches, 
and related equipment on or 
in the immediate vicinity of 
a Support Structure. 
Antenna means communica- 
tions equipment that trans- 
mits and receives 
electromagnetic radio sig- 
nals, is attached to a Small 
Cell Technology Wireless 
Support Structure, and is 
used to communicate wire- 
less service. 

Applicant, whether singular 
or plural, means a personal 
wireless service provider, an 
entity that is authorized by a 
personal wireless service, 
provider to apply for or re- 
ceive a permit to install, 
construct, modify, or main- 
tain a Small Cell Technol- 
ogy Facility and related 
Accessory Equipment or 
Support Structure in the 
City, or an entity certificated 
by the Alabama Public 
Service Commission to pro- 
vide — telecommunication 
service. 

Application means a formal 
request submitted to the 
City for a permit to install, 
construct, modify, or main- 
tain a Small Cell Technol- 
ogy Facility and related 
Accessory Equipment or 
Support Structure.

is authorized to approve or 
deny building permits 
within the limits of the City. 
The Appropriate Municipal 
Official includes any agent, 
officer, or employee of the 
City or other person des- 
ignated by the Mayor to 


perform the responsibilities 
of this Ordinance. 
Colocation means _ the 


placement or installation of 
a new Small Cell Wireless 
Technology Facility or re- 
lated Accessory Equipment 
on an existing pole or other 
Support Structure that is 
owned, controlled, or leased 
by a utility, the City, or 
other person or entity. 
Decorative pole means a 
pole that is specially de- 
signed and placed for aes- 
thetic purposes or is 
otherwise architecturally 
significant and on which no 
appurtenances or attach- 
ments, other than a small 
wireless facility, lighting, 
specially designed infor- 
mational or directional sig- 
nage, or temporary holiday 
or special event attach- 
ments, have been placed or 
are permitted to be placed.

highways, roads, courts,

corporate boundaries and 
under the jurisdiction of the 
City. This term shall not in- 
clude (a) any county, state, 
or federal Right-of-Way or 
any property owned by any 
person or entity other than 
the City nor (b) any non- 
Right-of-Way property 
owned by the City, such as 
a park or building. 

Small Cell Technology Fa- 
cility(ies) or Facilities, 
whether singular or plural, 
has the same definition as 
“small wireless facilities,” 
as that term is defined by 
Federal Communications 
Commission (“FCC”) Rule, 
47 CFR. Section 1.6002, as 
it may be amended over 
time, and includes both the: 
antenna; and 

associated Accessory Equip- 
ment. 

Photographs and illustrations 
of the types, relative dimen- 
sions, and scale of these Fa- 
cilities that are permitted by 
this Ordinance are attached 
as Exhibit A to the per- 
manent record of the Ordi- 
nance adopting _ this 
Ordinance that is maintained 
by the City Clerk. 

Small Cell Technology Wire- 
less Support Structure or 
Support Structure, whether 
singular or plural, means a 
freestanding structure de- 
signed or used to support, or 
capable of supporting, Small 
Cell Technology Facilities, 
including, but not limited to, 
utility poles, street light 
poles, traffic signal struc- 
tures, rooftops, attics, or 
other enclosed or open areas 
of a building or accessory 
structure, a sign, or a flag 
pole. | 

Stealth Technology means 
one or more methods of con- 
cealing or minimizing the 
visual impact of a Small Cell 
Technology Facility (and as- 
sociated Accessory Equip- 
ment) and Support Structure 
by incorporating features or 
design elements which 
either totally or partially 
conceal such Facilities or 
Equipment. The use of 
these design elements is in- 
tended to produce the result 
of having said Facilities and 
associated Structures blend 
into the surrounding envi- 
ronment and/or disguise, 
shield, hide, or create the ap- 
pearance that the Facilities 
architectural component of 
the Support Structure.

A Provider or Applicant 
must obtain a permit from 
the City: 

before placing, installing, or 
constructing any Small Cell 
Technology Facility (and as- 
sociated Accessory Equip- 
ment) on any Support 
Structure that is located in 
the Right-of-Way; 

before placing, installing, or 
constructing any Small Cell 
Technology Facility (and as- 
sociated Accessory Equip- 
ment) on any Support 
Structure that is located on 
City-owned property; 
before substantially mod- 
ifying the position or charac- 
teristics of any existing 
Small Cell Technology Fa- 
cility (and associated Acces- 
sory Equipment) on any 
Support Structure that is lo- 
cated in the Right-of-Way 
and/or that is located on 
City-owned property; 
before placing, installing, or 
constructing any Small Cell 


Technology Facility (and as-

Engineering drawings de- 
picting the type of Facilities, 
Support Structures, and 
means and points at which 
such Facilities and associ- 
ated Accessory Equipment 
will be attached to a Support 
Structure; 

Engineering drawings that 
are sufficient to allow the 
Appropriate Municipal Offi- 
cial to determine whether 
the proposed Facilities and 
Support Structures comply 
with the requirements for 
Small Cell Technology Fa- 
cilities and Support Struc- 
tures set forth in Sec. 6. 
Map(s) designating with 
specificity the location(s) of 
the requested Facilities; 
The geographic coordinates 
of the requested Facilities; 
Tf the Facilities will be lo- 
cated on a Support Structure 
on the Right-of-Way that is 
owned. by any entity other 
than the City or the Appli- 
cant, a copy of any license, 
lease, agreement, or other 
documentation evidencing 
that the owner of that Sup- 
port Structure authorizes the 
Facilities to be attached 
thereto or agrees in principle 
to authorize that attachment, 
provided that, if a represen- 
tation is made to the City 
that the attachment has been 
authorized in principle by 
the owner of the Support 
Structure but the Applicant 
subsequently fails to furnish 
the City documentation that 
finalizes any such agree- 
ment, the City may refuse to 
issue the requested permit 
until that documentation is

If the Facilities are located 
on private property that is 
not owned or exclusively 
used by the Applicant, the 
Applicant shall present a li- 
cense, lease, agreement, or 
other documentation indi- 
cating that owner of said 
property authorizes the Ap- 
plicant the rights to place the 
Facilities thereon and access 
thereto, or that such owner 
agrees in principle to grant 
the Applicant those rights; 
provided that, if a represen- 
tation is made to the City 
that the owner of private 
property has agreed in prin- 
ciple to grant those Rights 
but the Applicant sub- 
sequently fails to furnish the 
City documentation that fi- 
nalizes any such agreement, 
the City may refuse to issue 
the requested permit until 
the documentation is pro- 
vided, or, if the City issues 
the requested permit before 
receiving such final doc- 
umentation, the subject per- 
mit and license may be 
revoked; 

If the Applicant requests 
permission to place Facil- 
ities on a new Support Struc- 
ture (i.e., not co-located), the 
substantiation required by 
Sec. 4.C. of this Article; 
Proof of payment of all ap- 
plicable permit fees; 

A written indemnification 
agreement executed by the 
Applicant in favor of the 
City according to the terms 
of this Ordinance; and 
Proof that the Applicant has 
satisfied or, prior to the com- 
mencement of the work au- 
thorized by a permit, can 
satisfy the insurance require- 
ments of this Ordinance. 
Unless another date is speci- 
fied in a written agreement 
between the City and the Ap- 
plicant or the date as told as 
provided in this Section, the 
City will have the following 
time periods to make its final 
decision to approve or dis- 


approve an application for a 
permit contemplated in this 
Ordinance and advise the 
Applicant in writing of that 
determination (“the shot 
clock date”): 

Sixty (60) calendar days 
from the date an application 
for a permit is filed with re- 
spect to a request to co-lo- 
cate Facilities on an existing 
Support Structure; 

Ninety (90) calendar days 
from the date an application 
for a permit is filed with re- 
spect to a request to attach 
Facilities to a new Support 
Structure; 

Ninety (90) calendar days 
from the date an application 
for a permit is filed with re- 
spect to a request to attach a 
mix of the deployments de- 
scribed in Subparagraphs (1) 
and (2) of this Paragraph B. 
The date calculations in this 
Paragraph are determined 
by counting forward, begin- 
ning on the day after the 
date when the Application 
was submitted, by the 
number of calendar days of 
the period identified in this 
Paragraph; provided, that if 
the date calculated in this 
manner is a legally recog- 
nized federal, State of Ala- 
bama, or City holiday, the 
date is the next business day 
after such date. 

For an initial application to 
deploy Small Cell Technol- 
ogy Facilities, if the Appro- 
priate Municipal Official 
notifies the Applicant on or 
before the 10 day after 
submission that the applica- 
tion is materially incomplete, 
and clearly and specifically 
identifies the missing doc- 
uments or information and 
the specific rule or regulation 
creating the obligation to 
submit such documents or 
information, the shot clock 
date calculation shall restart 
at zero on the date on which 
the applicant submits all the 
documents and information 
identified by the siting au- 
thority to render the applica- 
tion complete. 

For resubmitted applications 
following a notice of defi- 
ciency, the tolling period 
shall be the number of days 
from - 

The day after the date when 
the Appropriate Municipal 
Official notifies the Appli- 
cant in writing that the Ap- 
plicant’s supplemental 
submission was not suffi- 
cient to render the applica- 
tion complete and clearly 
and specifically identifies 
the missing documents or 
information that need to be 
submitted based on the Ap- 
propriate Municipal Offi- 
cial’s original request under 
Paragraph C. of this Section; 
until 

The date when the Applicant 
submits all the documents 
and information identified 
by the Appropriate Munici- 
pal Official to render the ap- 
plication complete; 

But only if the notice pur- 
suant to Paragraph D,(1) of 
this Section is eff on 
or before the 10™ day after 
the date when the Applicant 
makes a supplemental sub- 
mission in response to the 
Appropriate Municipal Offi- 
cial’s request under Para- 
graph C. of this Section. 
Sec. 4. Permit Application 
Evaluation. 

The Appropriate Municipal 
Official will review and ad- 
ministratively process any 
request for a permit to deter- 
mine whether, in the exercise 
of the Appropriate Munici- 
pal Official’s reasonable dis- 
cretion, the permit should be 
issued for the location and in 
the manner requested by the 
Applicant. In this process, 
the burden is on the Provider 
or Applicant to demonstrate 
that the placement of the 
proposed Small Cell Tech- 
nology Facility and associ- 
ated Accessory equipment or 
Support Structure is the min- 
imal physical installation 
which will achieve the goal 
of enhancing the provision 
of personal wireless service 
when considering all perti- 
nent factors discussed in this 
Ordinance. Except as set 
forth in this Ordinance and 
as provided for in the case of 
appeals in the City’s Zoning 
Ordinance, this permitting 
process will be admin- 
istrative in nature and not re- 
quire the approval of any 


City board or City official 
other than the Appropriate 
Municipal Official. 

If the Appropriate Municipal 
Official denies a request to 
place, construct, or modify 
personal wireless service fa- 
cilities, the Appropriate Mu- 
nicipal Official’s 
determination shall be in 
writing and supported by 
substantial evidence con- 
tained in a written record. 
The factors, requirements, 
and guidelines that the Ap- 
propriate Municipal Official 
may consider and will apply 
when determining whether 
to issue a permit for place- 
ment of Small Cell Technol- 
ogy Facilities and 
associated Structure on the 
Right-of-Way include, but 
are not limited to, the fol- 
lowing: 

Whether the proposed Facil- 
ities and Support Structures 
comply with the require- 
ments for Small Cell Tech- 
nology Facilities and 
Support Structures set forth 
in Sec. 6; _ 

Whether denial of the appli- 
cation would prohibit or 
have the effect of prohibit- 
ing the provision of personal 
wireless service or telecom- 
munications service; 
Whether the proposed in- 
stallation could cause harm 
to the public or pose any 
undue risk to public safety, 
except that no permit may 
be denied on the basis of the 
environmental effects of 
radio frequency emissions to 
the extent that such facilities 
comply with the FCC’s reg- 
ulations concerning such 
emissions; 

Whether the proposed in- 
stallation may interfere with 
vehicular traffic, passage of 
pedestrians, or other use of 
the right-of-way by the pub- 
lic; and 

If the proposed installation 
will disturb conditions on 
the right-of-way, whether 
the applicant has agreed in 
writing that it will restore the 
subject area to its pre-exist- 
ing condition following in- 
stallation. 

To the extent practical, all 
Facilities and associated Ac- 
cessory Equipment that are 
placed in the City shall be at- 
tached to a pre-existing Sup- 
port Structure that is owned, 
controlled, or leased by a 
utility, franchisee, the City, 
or other entity. If the Appli- 
cant demonstrates that no 
commercially reasonable or 
technically feasible coloca- 
tion opportunities exist in the 
area where a technologically 
documented need for a Fa- 
cility exists, the Applicant 
may request that a new pole 
or other Support Structure be 
installed in that area for pur- 
poses of constructing the Fa- 
cilities. Before any new 
Support Structure is per- 
mitted, each of the following 
must occur; 

The applicant must certify in 
writing to the City that it 
was unable to co-locate on 
an existing Support Struc- 
ture for reason(s) such as i) 
lack of an existing Structure; 
ii) lack of a Structure meet- 
ing the technical needs of 
the Provider; or iii) not 
being able to secure an at- 
tachment agreement with 
the owner of an existing 
Structure.; 

The Appropriate Municipal 
Official must find that the 
placement of a new Support 
Structure in the Right-of- 
Way complies with the 
City’s Zoning Ordinance, 
Technical Codes, and Traffic 
Codes, but the recommenda- 
tion of the Appropriate Mu- 
nicipal Official is not 
required for the placement 
of a new Support Structure 
on private property; 

Tf an applicant does not have 
acurrent and valid franchise 
agreement that provides for 
Support Structure installa- 
tion in the City’s Right-of- 
Way, then the City Council 
must review the recommen- 
dation of the Appropriate 
Municipal Official to issue a 
permit that includes the 
placement of a new Support 
Structure in the Right-of- 
Way and consider whether 
to approve any such new 
structure at a meeting that 
will be conducted as soon as 
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practical after the Appropri- 
ate Municipal Official’s rec- 
ommendation is made, but 
approval of the City Council 
is not required for the place- 
ment of a new Support 
Structure on private prop- 
erty; and 

A provider may not collo- 
cate on or replace a dec- 
orative pole unless such 
colocation or decorative 
pole replacement conforms 
to the design aesthetics of 
the original decorative 
pole(s). 

Sec. 5. Permit Expiration. 
Permits issued pursuant to 
this Ordinance shall expire 
three hundred sixty-five 
(365) days after issuance. A 
Facility must be fully oper- 
ational within that time, or 
the Applicant must apply 
for a new permit. 

Sec. 6. Requirements for 
Small Cell Technology Fa- 
cilities and Support Struc- 
tures. 


All Facilities and Support 
Structures shall be installed, 
erected, and maintained in 
compliance with applicable 
federal and state laws and 
regulations, including, but 
not limited to, regulations of 
the FCC. 

All Facilities and associated 
Accessory Equipment that 
are placed in the City on a 
Support Structure must sat- 
isfy the following require- 
ments: 

Tf a Facility is attached to a 
utility pole or other Support 
Structure in the Right-of- 
Way, no antenna or other 
part of the Facility shall ex- 
tend more than five (5) feet 
above the height of that 
structure; provided that, in 
the event that the Applicant 
demonstrates that National 
Electric Safety Code regula- 
tions or other factors create 
an undue hardship in com- 
plying with this height re- 
quirement, the Appropriate 
Municipal Official may per- 
mit a Facility to extend up to 
ten (10) feet above the 
height of such Support 
Structure; 

The Accessory Equipment 
shall, if reasonably possible, 


ing. If the equipment build- 
ing is freestanding: 

The building shall conform 
to the City’s Zoning Ordi- 
nance with respect to build- 
ing setbacks; 

The building shall not ex- 
ceed four hundred (400) 
square feet; 

The building’s overall height 
shall be limited to fifteen 
(15) feet (if located on the 
ground) measured from the 
finished grade; and 

If an equipment building or 
cabinet is located in a res- 
idential zone or if the nearest 
adjoining property is in a 
residential zone, that build- 
ing or cabinet shall be sur- 
rounded by landscaping to 
provide a screen of the same 
height as the building or 
cabinet. 

The Provider or Applicant 
shall use Stealth Technol- 
ogy when installing the Fa- 
cilities and associated 
Accessory Equipment on 
any building or accessory to 
that building that is located 
on private —_—property. 
Further, Stealth Technology 
should be used when plac- 
ing Facilities on other types 
of Support Structures on 
private property unless the 
Applicant can reasonably 
demonstrate that, given the 
nature of the requested ap- 
plication, the use of such 
Technology is: (a) unnec- 
essary; or (b) impractical. 
The Provider or Applicant 
shall utilize Support Struc- 
tures or Facilities that ad- 
here to the following 
aesthetic requirements: 
The Facilities and Support 
Structures shall be designed 
to blend into the surrounding 
environment and comple- 
ment existing streetscape 
elements or _ structures 
through the use of color, 
camouflaging, and architec- 
tural treatment; 

Equipment mounted to Sup- 
port Structures shall match 
the support structure in color 
and general design unless 
different colors are required 
for public safety or service 
and reliability reasons; 
Facilities shall be designed 
to utilize stealth and camou- 
flaging siting techniques so 
that they are substantially in- 


be placed at least ten (10) __ visible to the extent that is 


feet above the ground; 

If technologically feasible, 
the color of Antenna and Ac- 
cessory Equipment shall be 
compatible with that of the 
Support Structure; 

The Facility (including the 
Accessory Equipment) shall 
not be illuminated; and 

If Facilities are placed on an 
existing or new building or 
accessory to a building, the 
following additional re- 
quirements shall apply: 
Facade-mounted antennas 
shall not extend above the 
face of any wall or exterior 
surface of the building. 
Roof-mounted antennas and 
Accessory Equipment may 
be permitted on buildings in 
accordance with the follow- 
ing table: 

Height of Building - Up to 
15 feet; Maximum Height 
of Facility Above Highest 
Point of Roof - 8 feet, in- 
cluding antenna; Required 
Setback from Edge of Roof 
of Building - 1 foot for 
every foot of height of 
equipment 


Height of Building - 15-35 


feet; | Maximum Height 
of Facility Above Highest 
Point of Roof - 10 feet, in- 
cluding antenna; Required 
Setback from Edge of Roof

” provided that authorization 
to install antenna up to six 
(6) feet in height may be 
permitted if a showing of the 
technological need for such 
equipment is made and other 
requirements of this Ordi- 
nance are met. 
Accessory Equipment must 
be located in an equipment 
cabinet, in an equipment 
room in a building, or in an 
unmanned equipment build- 


technologically or commer- 
cially practicable (specific 
designs in Exhibit B) and 
match the color and texture 
of a building or support 
structure as closely as pos- 
sible; 

Facilities shall not incorpo- 
rate lighting, unless lighting 
is required for public safety 
or service and reliability rea- 
sons; 

Facilities shall not increase 
the height of the building or 
structure to which it will be 
mounted, unless an appli- 
cant certifies that this re- 
quirement would prohibit 
service; 

Facilities shall match the 
aesthetic character of the 
area in which the Structures 
are requested, including sur- 
rounding buildings, proper- 
ties, and uses, including 
whether the facilities and 
Structures are consistent 
with the historic nature and 
characteristics of the re- 
quested location. 

Sec. 7. Maintenance and 
Inspection of Small Cell 
Technology Facilities. 
Facilities and associated 
Support Structures must at 
all times be maintained in 
good and safe condition. 
Following the installation of 
any Facilities and associated 
Support Structures, the Pro- 
vider or Applicant, upon rea- 
sonable request and for good 
cause, shall furnish the Ap- 
propriate Municipal Official 
a written certification from a 
licensed professional engi- 
neer in the State of Alabama 
stating that those Facilities 
and Structures have been in- 
spected and are in good 
working order and repair in 
compliance with applicable 
Jaws and regulations, includ- 
ing those of the FCC that 
pertain to the transmission of 
wireless communication sig- 
nals. For purposes of this 
provision, “good cause” 
shall mean circumstances 
have arisen that indicate the 
Facilities and associated 
Support Structures have 
been damaged, are not func- 
tioning in compliance with 
applicable laws and regula- 
tions, or otherwise pose a 
hazard to the public. If those 
Support Structures should 


fail at any time to comply 
with applicable laws and 
regulation, the Provider or 
Applicant, at either of their 
expense, shall cause those 
Structures to be brought into 
compliance with said laws 
and regulations within fif- 
teen (15) days of the date of 
any written notice to them 
from the Appropriate Munic- 
ipal Official of non-compli- 
ance, or cease all personal 
wireless service operations 
related to those Structures 
until the Applicant or Pro- 
vider comes into full compli- 
ance with said laws and 
regulations. 

On no more frequent than a 
triennial basis, the Appropri- 
ate Municipal Official may 
request that the Provider or 
Applicant, at either of their 
expense, furnish certification 
from a professional engineer 
who is licensed in the State 
of Alabama that the Facil- 
ities and Support Structures 
have been inspected and are 
in good working order and 
repair in compliance with 
applicable laws and regula- 
tions, including those of the 
FCC that pertain to the trans- 
mission of wireless com- 
munication signals. Should 
that engineer deem those 
Structures unsound, the Pro- 
vider or Applicant shall fur- 
nish to the Appropriate 
Municipal Official a plan to 
remedy any unsafe con- 
ditions or structural defect(s) 
and take that remedial action 
at the Provider or Appli- 
cant’s expense, 

Sec. 8. Ninety (90) Days 
Removal, Relocation or 
Modification of Small Cell 
Technology Facility in the 
Right-of-Way. 

Whenever the City reason- 
ably determines that reloca- 
tion is needed as described 
below, then following 
written notice from the City, 
the Applicant shall, at its 
own expense, protect, sup- 
port, temporarily or per- 
manently 
remoye, relocate, change, or 
otherwise alter the position 
of any Small Cell Technol- 
ogy Facilities and/or Support 
Structures within the Right- 
of-Way whenever the City 
has determined that such re- 
moval, relocation, change, or 
alteration, is reasonably nec- 
essary for (excluding beauti- 
fication-only projects), as 
follows: 

If required for the construc- 
tion, completion, repair, re- 
location, or maintenance of 
a City improvement or proj- 
ect in or upon, or the opera- 
tions of the City in or upon, 
the Right-of-Way; and/or 
Because the Small Cell 
Technology Facility or its re- 
lated equipment is interfer- 
ing with or adversely 
affecting proper operation of 
any City-owned light poles, 
traffic signals, or other 
equipment in the Public 
Way; and/or 

To comply with traffic and 
public safety codes; and/or 
To protect or preserve the 
public health or safety. 

In the case of any removal, 
relocation, change, or alter- 
ation pursuant to this Sec- 
tion, the City shall make 
reasonable efforts to afford 
Applicant a reasonably 
equivalent alternate location. 
If a Provider has not com- 
plied with an order under 
this Section within ninety 
(90) days of the issuance of 
a written order, the City, 
without further notice to the 
Provider and at sole cost and 
expense to the Provider, may 
relocate any Small Cell 
Technology Facilities and/or 
Support Structures as or- 
dered by the City. 

If the City determines that 
any utility Support Struc- 
tures upon which the Appli- 
cant has installed Facilities 
(including upon City-owned 
Support Structures) should 
be relocated, Applicant and 
the City will cooperate in 
good faith on the design and 
installation, at Applicant's 
costs, of suitable replace- 
ment of Applicant’s Facil- 
ities, including decorative 
poles; and Applicant agrees 
that if reasonably required 
by the Appropriate Munici- 
pal Official‘or his designee 
or as ordered pursuant to an 


administrative review as set — 


forth in this Article by the 
City Council in order to en- 
sure appropriately even and 
level lighting within a pre- 
viously unlighted area, ad- 
ditional Facilities, which

may include decorative poles 
beyond or more numerous 
than those required for Ap- 


‘plicant’s Facilities, shall be 


installed. Applicant agrees 
that decorative poles may be 
required by the City in the 
future in the place of ini- 
tially-installed standard-de- 
sign poles, in which 
replacement of the Appli- 
cant’s Facilities and Equip-' 
ment on decorative poles 
that were initially installed 
standard-design poles shall 
be solely at Applicant’s cost. 
Further, Applicant agrees 


‘that in such instances and at 


such time as replacement 
poles are installed, the City 
may reasonably require that 
the configuration and/or lo- 
cation of ground furniture 
(which references any equip- 
ment on the ground that is 
needed to supply power or 
backhaul services to the 
Small Cell Technology Fa- 
cility) and/or pole-mounted 
equipment or equipment 
cages be changed (such as 
changing from _ pole- 
mounted equipment cages to 
ground furniture), in the dis- 
cretion of the City, 

Sec. 9. Emergency Remo- 
yal or Relocation of Facil- 
ities. 

The City retains the right and 
privilege to cut or move any 
Small Cell Technology Fa- 
cility or related structure lo- 
cated within the 
Right-of-Way of the City, as 
the City may determine to be 
necessary, appropriate, or 
useful in response to any 
public health or safety emer- 
gency. If, in the City’s judg- 
ment, circumstances permit, 
the City shall notify the Ap- 
plicant and provide the Ap- 
plicant an opportunity to 
move its own Facilities, if 
possible, prior to cutting 
electrical service or remov- 
ing a Facility, and shall no- 
tify the wireless Provider 
after cutting or removing a 
Small Cell Technology Fa- 
cility. 


_Sec. 10. Abandonment of 


Facilities on Right-of- 
Way. 

If a Provider or Applicant 
abandons any Facility (in- 
cluding the Accessory 
Equipment) or an associated 
Support Structure (collec- 
tively “Facilities” for pur- 
poses of this Section) that is 
located on the Right-of- 
Way, the following rights 
and obligations shall exist. 
The City may require the 
Provider or Applicant, at 
their expense, to remove 
and reclaim the abandoned 
Facilities within sixty (60) 
days from the date of 
written notice of Abandon- 
ment given by the City to 
them and to reasonably re- 
store the condition of the 
property at which the Facil- 
ities are located to that exist- 
ing before they were 
installed. If the Provider or 
Applicant fails to remove 
and reclaim its abandoned 
Facilities within such 60- 
day period and the Facilities 


are located on the Right-of- . 


Way, the City may, at its op- 
tion, exercise any of the 
following rights alone or in 
combination: 

Remove and dispose of the 
Facilities and charge the 


City’s expense of any such” 


removal and disposal to the 
account of the Provider or 
Applicant; 

Purchase all abandoned Fa- 
cilities at the subject location 
from the Provider or Appli- 
cant in consideration for 
$1.00; 

Resell the abandoned Facil- 
ities to a third party, pro- 
vided that the proceeds of 
any resale of abandoned Fa- 
cilities by the City to a third 
party (less the costs associ- 
ated with the sale, which 
shall be credited to the City) 
shall be credited to the ac- 
count of the Applicant or 
Provider that used those Fa- 
cilities before the abandon- 
ment; 

Salvage the abandoned Fa- 
cilities to a third party, pro- 
vided that the proceeds of 
any salvaging of abandoned 
Facilities by the City to a 
third party (less the costs as- 
sociated with the salvaging, 
which shall be credited to 
the City) shall be credited to 
the account of the Applicant 
or Provider that used those 
Facilities before the aban- 
donment; and/or 

Charge any expense in- 
curred by the City to restore 
the Right-of-Way to the ac- 


count of the Provider or Ap- 
plicant. 

Sec. 11. Indemnification 
Requirements. 

A Provider shall indemnify 
and defend the City and its 
elected and appointed offi- 
cials, employees, and au- 
thorized agents, or their 
insurers, and hold them 
harmless from and against 
any and all claims, de- 
mands, actions, suits, or 
proceedings in equity or 
law asserted by third parties 
for damages, losses, liabil- 
ities, or costs of any kind, 
including, without limita- 
tion, reasonable attorney’s 
fees and costs, as and when 
incurred that arise from: 

a material breach by a Pro- 
vider or any of its officers, 
employees, volunteers, or 
authorized agents of any ob- 
ligations set forth in this Or- 
dinance; or 

for any claims for the al- 
leged negligence, wanton- 
ness, willfulness, 
recklessness, or claims of 
any other alleged wrongful 
acts or omissions of the Pro- 
vider or its officers, agents, 
contractors, sub-contractors, 
employees, or other repre- 
sentatives relative to the de- 
sign, location, placement, 
construction, maintenance, 
and operation of Small Cell 
Technology Facilities, in- 
cluding Accessory Equip- 
ment and/or Support 
Structures, in the City’s 
Right-of-Way, on City prop- 
erty, or on the City’s infras- 
tructure. 

A Provider has no obliga- 
tion to indemnify or hold 
harmless against any liabil- 
ities and losses due to or 
caused by the sole negli- 
gence or willful misconduct 
of the City or its employees 
or agents. 

Sec. 12. Insurance Re- 
quirements. 

Prior to installing the Facil- 
ities or Support Structures 
and during the period in 
which the Small Cell Tech- 
nology Facilities of a Pro- 
vider are located on or 
attached to the City’s assets, 
including its poles, Right- 
of-Way, or other City prop- 
erty, the Provider shall be 
required to do both of the 
following: 

Carry, at the Provider’s sole 
cost and expense, the fol- 
lowing types of third-party 
insurance furnished by in- 
surers who are reasonably 
acceptable to the City and 
who are authorized to trans- 
act business in the State of 
Alabama: 

Property insurance for the 
replacement cost of all 
Small Cell Technology Fa- 
cilities, 

Workers’ compensation in- 
surance, as required by law. 
Commercial general liability 
insurance of at least two mil- 
lion dollars ($2,000,000) per 
occurrence, with respect to 
the Provider's activities in, 
on, or around the City’s im- 
provements, City property, 
or Right-of-Way, including 
coverage for bodily injury 
and property damage. The 
General Liability coverage 
may be provided through a 
combination of a primary 
and umbrella policies. 
Environmental insurance. 
Include the City and its of- 
ficers, officials, agents, con- 
tractors, and employees as 
an additional insured on the 
commercial general liability 
policy and provide certifi- 
cation and documentation of 
inclusion of the City in a 
commercial general liability 
policy as reasonably ‘re- 
quired by the City. 

In lieu of the requirements 
of Subparagraphs (1) and 
(2) of Paragraph A., during 
the period in which the 
Small Cell Technology Fa- 
cilities of a Provider are lo- 
cated on or attached to the 
City’s assets, including its 
poles, City property, or 
Right-of-Way, the Provider 
may provide a certificate of 
self-insurance, to the extent 
that the same is reasonably 
acceptable to the City, that 
demonstrates that the Pro- 
vider has adequate re- 
sources to self-insure in the 
amounts set forth in Sub- 
paragraph (1) of Paragraph 
A. A provider that self-in- 
sures is not required, to the 
extent of the self-insurance, 
to comply with the require- 
ment for the naming of ad- 
ditional insureds under this 
Section. 

On an annual basis follow- 
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ing initial installation, the 
Provider shall furnish the 
City a certificate indicating 
that the above-noted cover- 
age remains and will remain 
in effect. 

Sec. 13. Preservation of 
Availability for Coloca- 
tion. 

To promote the public inter- 
est that is served by co-lo- 
cating Facilities and 
associated Accessory 
Equipment on existing Sup- 
port Structures, and thereby 
mitigating the installation of 
additional Support Struc- 
tures throughout the City, 
no person or entity (includ- 
ing any Provider, Applicant, 
utility, or franchisee) that 
utilizes an existing Support 
Structure that is located on 
Right-of-Way or on private 
property in the City, and has 
space available thereon, 
may deny a Provider or Ap- 
plicant the Right to use or 
access an existing Support 
Structure for purposes of at- 
taching Facilities permitted 
by this Ordinance without 
sound operational, techno- 
logical, or other good rea- 
son. 

Sec. 14, Non-Applicabil- 
ity. 

The placement of an an- 
tenna(s), Facilities, or 
equipment related to the fol- 
lowing types of wireless 
communication services are 
exempt from regulation 
under this Ordinance: 
Amateur radio service that is 
licensed by the FCC if the 
Facilities related thereto are 
not used or licensed for any 
commercial purpose; 
Facilities used by any fed- 
eral, state, or local govern- 


‘ment agency to provide 


safety or emergency sery- 
ices; and 

Macro Telecommunications 
Towers otherwise regulated 
by other ordinances, rules, 
or regulations of the City. 
Sec. 15. Appeals. 

Where it is alleged there is 
any error in any order, re- 
quirement, decision, or de- 
termination of the 
Appropriate Municipal Offi- 
cial related to the administra- 
tion of this Article, the 
aggrieved party may petition 
the City Council for an ad- 
ministrative review of the 
same by submitting a written 
request with the City Clerk 
within fifteen (15) calendar 
days following the order, re- 
quirement, decision, or de- 
termination of the 
Appropriate Municipal Offi- 
cial. That review will be 
considered by the City 
Council at a meeting that 
will be conducted as soon as 
practical after the request for 
reconsideration is made. 
The City Council may then 
reverse or affirm in whole or 
in part, or may modify the 
order, requirement, decision, 
or determination reviewed. 
The City Council may sub- 
sequently make such order, 
requirement, decision, or de- 
termination as ought to be 
made, and to that end, shall 
have the powers of the Ap- 
propriate Municipal Official 
whose decision is reviewed. 
If petition for administrative 
review of the Appropriate 
Municipal Official’s deci- 
sion is not made within fif- 
teen (15) days from the date 
of the decision, the decision 
of the Appropriate Munici- 
pal Official will be final. 
Article 2. Permit and Li- 
cense Fees.

2. What counts as a “gathering”? How do I make sure that I am not accidentally violating 
this new rule? ; 

To participate in a “gathering” is to come together to form a group; it implies that people are 
congregating with one another for some period of time. So, you cannot violate the rule merely by 
walking by a gathering or group. By the same token, you would be violating the rule if you go to 
the beach when it is so full and densely populated that the people there really form a single, large 
group. If everyone complies with this rule, there will be distinct groups, clearly defined and 
separated from one another. And within each distinct group, of course, the members will be at 
least six feet apart from people outside of their household. 


3. I would like to take my young children to the beach. Am I required to maintain six feet 
of separation from them? 
No. The six-foot rule does not apply to members of the same household. But members of the 


same household still must not gather in groups of 10 or more people.

5. What about charter fishing boats? Will they be able to take customers fishing? 
Charter boat business will be treated just like other businesses: They must avoid gatherings of 10 
or more clients and keep clients six feet apart. They must also regularly disinfect frequently used 
items and surfaces. 


6. Iam a college senior and would like to rent a house with a group of 20 friends or so to 


celebrate graduation. Can we rent a large beach house together? 


No. The new Safer at Home order prohibits non-work related gatherings of 10 persons or more— 
and non-work related gatherings of any size that cannot maintain a consistent six-foot distance 
between persons from different households. In addition, a rental business must take reasonable 


steps to avoid these kinds of gatherings; they should therefore decline to facilitate the rental 
under the current order. 


7. What are the consequences for violating these rules? 


Violations of the state health order are misdemeanors, subject to a $500 penalty. But if there are 
largescale failures to comply, or if this new rule leads to increased COVID-19 transmission, the 


State may be forced to close the beaches again. 


8. When does this new rule go into effect? 
Thursday, April 30, 2020, at 5:00 p.m. 


9. When will beaches return to normal operation? 


The new rule is part of the State’s gradual approach to re-opening. If the State makes progress in 
reducing the spread of COVID-19, then additional steps will be taken to loosen restrictions. If 
the State makes insufficient progress in reducing the spread of COVID-19, then the State may be’ 


forced to close the beaches again in the future.

Having a Mom that is a teacher ob- 
viously helped, but his struggles did make me wonder just 
how well many others students that aren’t so blessed man- 
age to get by. 


For what it is worth.... 


*** The NEL held its first ever virtual draft and ‘coro- 
navirus feel good party’ last week and it was a little more 
than I could stand as every commercial and every extra mi- 
nute of air time was devoted to how everyone would get 
through the pandemic together. The NFL did somehow 
manage to stage seven rounds of player drafts over the 
course of the three-day event, and from what I read in var- 
ious recaps it was an interesting event to say the least. 

Rookie contracts are determined by a complex formula 
that considers the league’s 2020 rookie compensation pool 
of $1.4 billion across all the teams in the league, as well as 
a $198 million salary cap for each team. Since all contracts 
for players drafted are for four years, the totals look astro- 
nomical, to say the least! 

By now everyone knows that LSU quarterback Joe Bur- 
row as the #1 pick and earned a $36,190,970 contract, that 
includes a signing bonus of $23,880,071. Former Alabama 
qb Tua Tagovailoa was the fifth overall pick and will get a 
$30,275,477 contract that includes a $19,578,477 signing 
bonus, while Tide teammates Jedrick Wills was the 10th 
pick with a contract of $19,702,891, Henry Rugg was the 
12th pick with a contract of $16,671,609, and Jerry Jeudy 
was the 15th pick with a contract of $15,192,959. Three 
other Bama players (Xavier McKinney, Trevon Diggs and 
Raekwon Davis) went in the second round and their con- 
tracts totaled over $20 million, while two players from Al- 
abama (Terrell Lewis and Anferenee Jennings) were 
selected in the third round and will pick up a cool $8.7 mil- 
lion from their combined contracts. The nine Alabama 
players selected in the draft will get contracts that total 
$110,947,215. Not a bad reason to play for Coach Nick 
Saban and the Crimson Tide. 

A total of 98 colleges had players drafted last week and 
the SEC led the list with 63 selections, followed by the Big 
10 with 48, Pac 12 with 32, ACC with 27 and Big 12 with 
21. LSU players will combine to earn $124,058,812 in their 
contracts, while Alabama was second at $110,947,215 and 
Ohio State third with $108,938,761. One fact that caught 
my eye after the third round was that Lenoir-Rhyne and 
Louisiana Lafayette both had more money in player con- 
tracts that did Tennessee, Florida State, Baylor, Texas A & 
M, Kentucky and UCLA. The bigger schools caught up in 
the later rounds due to the total number of players drafted, 
but early in the draft the little guys made headlines. 

As for positions, @ total of 13 quarterbacks were drafted 
with total contracts over $134 million, while 16 running 
backs were drafted with total contracts just over $79 mil- 
lion. The most popular position was wide receiver, which 
had 37 players picked with a total value of over $210 mil- 
lion. The tight-end position is a thing of the past for many 
teams these days, but the league did draft 12 players from 
that position with total contracts in excess of $45 million. 
The least popular position in the draft was punter, with only 
two drafted, while kickers and inside linebackers were next 
with three apiece. Don’t feel sorry for the players; however, 
since the total contracts for the eight players was over $35 
million. In closing, don’t feel sorry for the last player picked 
in the #255 slot, because his contract will be worth $2.7 mil- 
lion. 

#4 Bids were approved last week for over $1 million in 
renovations at Gamecock Stadium, in New Brockton. The 
renovations will include constructing new bleachers on the 
visitors’ side of the stadium, which will become the home 
side due to the modern new bleachers, new concession 
stands, new ticket booths and new bathrooms. The Game- 
cocks outgrew their stadium years back, but will now have 
one of the most modern high school stadiums in the state, 
and without a doubt one of the best 3A stadiums to be 
found. 

*#* The Coffee County School Board will also update 
athletic facilities at Zion Chapel High School with the ad- 
dition of a new gym and new lights at the football field. The 
gym at Zion Chapel is one of the smallest in the state for 
high schools and can’t house the fans that come to games. 
So, a new gym is badly needed. As for the lights at the foot- 
ball field, modern lights make the field look brighter for the 
players and fans, and just as important, are important from 
a safety aspect. I know everyone at Zion Chapel will be 
proud of the improvements. 

*** In closing.... Hopefully, by the time you read this 
Gov. Ivey will have eased some of the restrictions on the 
state and the AHSAA will then make adjustments that will 
allow the student-athletes across the state get back together 
as teams and get in much needed conditioning. I know pre- 
venting the virus from spreading may be more important 
than high school sports, but the time has come to live with 
the virus and get our lives back to normal. :

AHSAA still working hard 
for its member schools 


AHSAA approves record number 
11 legislative proposals 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. — 
The Alabama High School 
Athletic . Association 
(AHSAA) Central Board of 
Control approved and the 
Legislative Council ratified 
a record 11 legislative pro- 
posals Thursday during its 
2020 Spring Legislative 
Council meeting held via 
teleconferencing for the 
first time in AHSAA his- 
tory. All legislative propo- 
sals that passed will go into 
effect on June 1, 2020. 

“T laud our member 
schools, especially the 
members of the AHSAA 
Central Board and Legis- 
lative Council for their hard 
work and leadership,” said 
AHSAA Executive Director 
Steve Savarese, “I espe- 
cially want to thank the 
members of the AHSAA 
Transfer Committee under 
the leadership of chairper- 
son Terry Curtis, District 1 
board member, whose pain- 
staking work has resulted in 
providing some excellent 
proposals that will help 
guide the AHSAA as it 
moves forward in our 
changing society.” 

Among the proposals that 


passed was legislative pro- 
posal No. 6 which allows 
all transfer students compet- 
ing below varsity level to be 
immediately eligible if all 
other eligibility require- 
ments are met. That pro- 
posal passed 24-8. 

Also passed was legis- 
lative proposal No. 
11 which amends the Aca- 
demic Rule to allow unlim- 
ited units earned in 
approved summer school, 
credit recovery or corre- 
spondence courses if com- 
pleted by the first fall 
contest date. The proposal 
passed 28-4. 

And legislative proposal 
19, which passed 29-3, al- 
lows dependent children of 
full-time class room 
teachers or administrators 
who accept a position in 
another school attendance 
zone to transfer to the new 
school and be eligible to 
participate in athletics at the 
new school if all other eligi- 
bility requirements are met. 

For a proposal to pass, it 
must receive a minimum 22 
votes from the 32-member 
AHSAA Legislative Coun- 
cil. Each of the eight dis- 


AHSAA to require all coaches to 
complete mental health course 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. - 
The Alabama High School 
Athletic Association 
(AHSAA) Central Board of 
Control approved several 
Competition Committee rec- 
ommendations last week, in- 
cluding girls’ only wrestling 
opportunities — and also ap- 
proved requiring all 
AHSAA coaches to com- 
plete the NFHS Mental 
Health course as part of 
coaches’ certification. 

The course, which is free 
to member school coaches, 
has been lauded by those 
who have already completed 
the course as an excellent 
tool for coaches to recognize 
the signs of depression. 

“T want to thank the Cen- 
tral Board for its commit- 
ment continuing to 
emphasize health and safety 
of our student-athletes as a 
top priority,” said AHSAA 
Executive Director Steve 
Savarese. “Because of our 
Board’s leadership, our 
AHSAA coaches’ certificat- 
ion requirement program is 
one of the most comprehen- 
sive in in the nation.” 

Among the Competition 
Committee recommenda- 
tions were: 

The AHSADCA’s annual 
North-South All-Star Foot- 
ball Game, which was first 
played in 1948, was ap- 
proved to be moved to De- 
cember to be played the 
week following the annual 
Alabama-Mississippi All- 
Star Football Game begin- 
ning for the 2020-21 school 
year. 

The Central Board ap- 
proved several Competition 
Committee recommenda- 
tions, including a first in the 
sport of wrestling for the 
AHSAA — approving three 
regular-season _ wrestling 
tournaments specifically for 
girls’ participants. The tour- 
nament participation would 
not affect girl wrestlers from 
qualifying for the current 
AHSAA section or state 
meets, 

The Board also approved 
the time format of three two- 
minute rounds for all medal 
round matches and will 
maintain eight qualifiers ad- 
vancing out of the section 
meets for the state meet in 
Classes 1A-4A and 7A and 
16 qualifiers in 5A-6A. 

The Mercy Rule that is 
currently being used in the 
regular season in the sport of 
basketball was approved to 
be continued during the state 
basketball playoffs through 
regional play — with one ad- 
dition, The Mercy Rule will 


now include stopping the 
clock in the fourth quarter 
for free throws. 

‘The Central Board also 
approved, as a cost-saving 
factor, to allow basketball 
areas with five or three 
teams to play the first-round 
“play-in” contests at the site 
of the fourth seed and sec- 
ond seed, respectively. All 
remaining games will be 
‘played at the site of the top 
seed. Revenue for each site 
would be divided amongst 
all teams in the area tourna- 
ment. 

The Central Board ap- 
proved the 2020 financial re- 
ports for regional and state 
bowling, super sectional, 
dual and state wrestling, in- 
door track, regional and state 
basketball and the 2019 state 
football playoff audit. The 
Board also discussed the 
Spring Sport revenue projec- 
tions due to COVID-19 
forcing cancellation of all 
spring sports. 

“We are currently on 
sound financial footing as of 
today,” AHSAA Executive 


_ Director Savarese said. “Ho- 


wever, we must continue to 
be fiscally conservative as 
we move into the next 
school year.” 

Medical Advisory Board 
chairman Dr. James Robin- 
son and committee 
member Dr. _ Jeffrey 
Dugas addressed the Central 
Board concerning — the 
COVID-19 Virus best prac- 
tices moving forward. 

The Board approved ac- 
cepting current pre-partici- 
pation physicals through the 
first day of fall practice and 
approved requiring all CPR 
classes for certification to 
have a “hands-on” compo- 
nent. The Physical, Consent 
and Concussion forms for 
the next school year were 
also approved with line 
item language concerning 
infectious diseases and vi- 
ruses added to the consent 
form.
